Robert Raikes whose philanthropic exertions 
have been, and will continue to be, of incaleu- 
Itble advantage to society, was born at Glou- 
cester in England, in the year 1735. He was 
by profession a printer, and conducted, I think, 
a paper called the Gloucester Journal, As a 
man of business, he was skilful, persevering, | 
and prosperous, and gained some credit for the 
neatness and fidelity of his typography. The 
first prominent display of his patriotic humanity, 
was occasioned by the state of the prison of his | 
ngtive city. This was considered a branch of | 
the county gaol, and consequently those who 
were committed for trifling offences by the ma- 
gistrates out of sessions, were thrown into the 
company of the worthless and most abandoned 
—the thorough vagabond; the confirmed, auda- 
cious, and unhesitating adept in crime; the bold 
and hardened felon. they were suffered to pass 
their time in a vitiating abstinence from bodily 
labour, they were alinost without any means of 
moral or religious instruction, and they were 
obliged to depend chictly, for food and clothing, 
upon the casual alms of the persons, whom bu- 
siness or curiosity drew to the prison. The 
compassion of Mr. Raikes was aroused by their 
sian, and his pen and his intluence were 
employed to meliorate it, He was in a high 
degree successful. He procuréd them a regular 
supply of work, they were stimulated to imdustry 
by bounties, and incited to good behaviour by 
the assurance of a requital of good usage, pais 
were taken to mmpress the young and iynorantly 
wicked, with a sense of their duty to society and 
themselves; to open the eyes of thoso who had 
but passed the threshold of guilt, to the danger 
of their situation ; instructive books were put 
into the hands of such as could read, and they 
-were induced to teach those who could not. The 
seeds of Gseful knowledge were scattered, and

But we are indebted to Mr. Raikes for ser- 
vices of superior, and far more extended benefit, 
in the establishment of Sunday Schools. He

From the New York Commercial Advertiser, 
DREADFUL ACCIDENT. 

The Boston papers received by the steam-boat 
Chancellor Livingston, this morning, contain the 
particulars of a melancholy disaster which oc- 
curred in that city, on Wednesday morning.— 
Agreeably to notice given in the public prints, a 
large assemblage of persons had convened to 
witness the ceremonies of laying the corner 
stone of the Methodist Chapel about to be 
erected in North Bennet street. The floor had 
been laid and covered with rough boards, for 
the accommodation of the assembly, and on it, 
it 1s supposed, there were seven or eight hun- 
dred people collected. After the corner stone 
had been laid, and the religious services of the 
occasion performed, and when Mr. Maffitt had 
nearly tinished his address, while the assembled 
crowd was listening in perfect silence, a brick 
pillar which supported one of the beams on 
which about a quarter part of the floor rest- 
ed, gave way, and two or three hundred per- 
sons, who stood on that part of the floor, were 
instantaneously thrown into the cellar, a depth 
of about fifteen feet; of these the greatest num- 
ber were ladiés. At the first instant they were 
aware of their danger, they found themselves in 
a confused heap in the centre, thrown upon one 
another, many of them severely bruised and 
with broken limbs, and in danger of suffocation. 
A scene of more appalling confusion ensued. 
Screams and groans resounded through the air, 
uttered by those who were safe, as well as those 
who were mingled in the chaos below. The 
depth of the cellar, prevented any of them who 
had fallen, from extricating themselves without 
ladders. Every possible assistance was render- 
ed, with as much expedition as possible, and 
the wounded and bruised were carried to the 
neighboring houses. The Courier says:— 

From all the intelligence we have been able 
to gain, it is supposed that fifteen or sixteen 
were very badly injured —-some, it is feared, mor- 
tally. A great number, forty or fifty, were slight 
ly injured, being scratched by splinters of the 
broken boards and timbers, or bruised by being 
compressed m the falling mass, thus mstantane- 
ously huddled together and precipitated from 
such a height. 

The same paper gives the following particu- 
lars of the names of the sufferers, as far as they 
had been ascertained:—Mrs. Russell, one leg 
broken; Mr. Johnson, one leg broken; Col. Hay- 
den, (a soldier of the revolution, aged 70 years,) 
both legs broken; Mrs. Hall, badly injured; 
Mrs. Davis, very badly hurt; Mr. Goodwin, both 
legs broken; Mrs. Scott, one leg broken, and 
very dangerously hurt; Mrs. Phillips, severely 
injured; Mr. Rogers, severely injured; Miss Ann 
Howe, badly hurt; Miss Ann Paliner, badly in- 
jured; Mrs. Motley, one leg broken; Mrs. Grubb, 
severely injured; Mrs. Woodward, one leg bro- 
ken: Mr. Fisher, one leg broken; Miss Agnes 
Jones, badly burt; anda child living i Common 
street, one leg broken. It is calculated, by those 
who were present, that about sixty people were 
more orless bruised, from twenty to twenty-five 
of were very much hurt, and three or 
four dangerously.

‘The long expected mail from Constantinople, 
which had been delayed by the badness of the 
weather, and the accumulation of the waters of 
the Danube, had reached Vienna. 
and Traveller of the evening of March 31st, an- 
nounces the Gazette de France of Sunday, the 
goth of March. It contains an extract from the 
Augsburg Gazette, announcing the arrival at Vi- 
enna, on the 20th of March, of the mail from 
Constantinople, of the 25th February, which had 

een long over-due. ** By this mail,’’ says the 
, sett Gazette, * we learn that the Porte has 
returned to a more moderate disposition. It has 
granted the Greeks an armistice of three montha, 
and promised them an amnesty if they will make 
their submission.” 

This offer of amnesty to the Greeks,"on con- 
dition of their submitting to the Porte, will of 
course amount to nothing. It was made _previ- 
ous to the treaty of the sixth of July, and the 
repetition of the offer now proves a fixed deter- 
mination in the Porte not to acknowledge -the 
qntervention of the Allied Powers. There wasa 
report im London on the 29th, that the Bospho- 
rus had been re-opened to European commerce, 
and that the Turks had proposed an armustice for 
the purpose of having negociabons resumed at 
Constantinople. 

It is doubtless true, however, that prepara- 
tions for war were prosecuted at Constantinople 
with as great vigor asever; and the Globe and 
Traveller asserts that with the writers of a great 
majority of the letters brought by the last mail 
from Constantinople, no doubt of immediate hos- 
tilities between the Porte and Russia was en- 
tertained. The Globe adds— 

“The turkish forces are to be formed in 
two grand divisions, of which one isto assemble 
at Adrianople, the other in the environs of Con- 
stantinople. The proclamation of war had not 
been issued, but it was immediately expected to 
be read in the Mosques. ‘The hordes of Asiatics 
arriving daily are reported to be very numerouse 
they are mostly composed of young men, with- 
out any discipline. Several.of the merchants 
who obtained leave to remain in ‘Vurkey are de- 
parting, and they write in the most desponding 
tone; it is, however, proper to state, that one 
eminent merchant in the city has advices which 
gay ‘* the Divan have had several meetings late- 
ly, and Turkey has now adopted a more mode- 
rate policy; and every thing temas tranquil 
here."’ 

The accounts from Smyrna are only to the 16th 
of February. They state that the French Admi- 
ral had ordered all the French merchants to de- 
part. The Europeans had paid little attention 
to this advice, but they had been greatly alarm- 
ed by the Pacha, who acquaimted the most emi- 
nent ofthe merchants of the late events, ani 
that the proclamation (the Hatti Scherfl) was 
expected to be read in the different mosques; 
and as he had pledged his word for the safety 
of the Europeans, he had now to advise their 
departure, as he might not longer be enabled to 
insure their safety—that orders might arrive 
from the Sultan, over which he might have no 
control, In consequence of this friendly warn- 
ing, many of the European residents immediate- 
fy left Smyrna. 

Tie London Times says, that it is now well 
understood Russia some time since cammunica- 
ted to the British government her intention of 
resenting by arms the infractions of treaty noto- 
riously committed by burkey. To this commu- 
nication, it as said, an answer after some delay 
has been returned,but the contents are not known. 
itis presumed, however, says the same paper, 
that the Russian army will cross the Prugh in 
April, and that the declaration or manifesto of 
Russ.a will be issued when the last orders are 
sentto the Commander in Chief. 

Advices from Madrid of so late a date as the 
2istof March, state, that the Spanish govern- 
ment is by no means disposed to countenance 
the counter-revolutionary measures of Don Mi- 
gucl and his apostolic advisers, Orders have 
been issued to prevent the entrance of the Por- 
fugese refugees into their own country either en 
masse or individually. 

In a late Furopean Journal is the following 
account of the actual Turkish Sovereign: 

The reigning Sultan, Mahmoud IL. was born in 
17485; descends in a direct line from Osmay I. 
founder of the dynasty; and is of the eighteenth 
generation, He isthe thirtieth sovereign of the 
race that now feigns over the Turks, and has for 
his sole heir Prince Abdul Hamad, who was bora 
in 1813. Of these thirty Sultans, one died a pri- 
soner ina foreign land, one fell on the tield of 
battle, and nine were assassinated by their suc- 
cessors andrebels. The present Sultan is an ex- 
tremely active man, who oulers and directs every 
thing hunself.

It was an unlucky comparison that the Co- 
lombians imstituted between Bolivar and Wash- 
ington; because little or no similarity existed be- 
tween the situation of those two men—we, of 
course, grant a resemblance in the facts of the 
fighting for the independence of their country, 
and against the oppression of a parent power. 
But in war, it is not the cause that makes the 
hero, or that furnishes means for judging of his 
character. Washington was surrounded by men, 
devoted, like himself, to the attainment of a 
single object, in which no motive of seltishness 
mingled, beyond a desire of connecting their 
names with its attainment. They were well in- 
formed upon the objeets of their undertaking: 
inured to enduranee; fized in thei determination, 
without that blind enthusiasm which stumbles 
upon events. They were soldiers only to attain 
those objecta which should give them quiet as 
citizens. Their minds were, by a happy com- 
bination of circumstances, far in advance of the 
age; and hence the costly tuition of bitter ex- 
perience was frequently spared; and when the 
first object at Which they anned was realized, 
they responded to the atiractions of home; for- 
got then deserts of laurels im the quiet culuiva- 
tion of the field, and the rich myathering of the 
harves'. 


Apiong these men stood Washington, primus 
inter pares.
